Excisions: Excisions Recommended But Not Made 

Reasons for excisions: 

Three excisions are required to remove two trailers in their entirety, and a part of one 
scene in the feature. The material includes particularly vigorous oral intercourse. The 
extremely degrading, dehumanising and demeaning effects are exacerbated by close-up 
camerawork. 

Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The DVD Rocco Ravishes St. Petersburg is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The DVD contains a feature and other components largely made up of explicit depictions 
of sexual activity. In the material required to be excised, viewers are encouraged to be 
aroused by the physical domination of women and by demeaning images showing women 
apparently eager to be subjected to degrading and dehumanising sexual acts. The 
availability of the DVD in this form is likely to be injurious to the public good regardless 
of the age or level of maturity of its viewers. 

Excisions were offered to reduce the likelihood of injury in order to make the DVD 
available to an adult audience. In this instance the distributor declined to make the required 
excisions to the DVD. 

The classification of this publication interferes with the freedom of expression as set out in 
the New Zealand Bill of Rights Act 1990. However, the decision is a reasonable and 
demonstrably justified restriction on the freedom of expression that reflects the concern of 
a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that deal with matters 
of sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to the public good. 
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
